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COLONEL  JOHN  SEABURY 
STOWE,  VERMONT 


£ohn  ^e^bury  °*  Somersetshire,  England,  came  to  Boston  in 
1639.  ^amuel  Seabury,  his  son,  lived  in  Duxbury  and  the  grandson 
John,  horn  in  1680  in  Duxhury,  was  doubtless  he  who  married 
Elisabeth  Alden,  granddaughter  of  John  Alden,  December  9  1607,  and 
was  known  at  Groton,  Connecticut  at  1700  and  later,  says  Caulkins. 

John  Seabury  of  Groton. "  His  son  Samuel,  born  July  8, 
-708,  was  graduated  at  Harvard  in  1724,  and  began  preaching. 
Interested  in  the  Episcopal  faith  he  received  ordination  in  England 
in  1731.  He  married  Abigail  MUmford,  whose  father  was  vestryman* 

Bishop  Samuel  Seabury,  their  son,  was  born  in  November  30  1729 
graduating  at  Harvard  and  becoming  a  preacher,  he  received  consecra¬ 
tion  November  17  1784  in  Scotland.  Caleb,  his  older  brother*  was 
bom  February  27  1728, 


r-z  John*  ®on  of  Caleb,  born  1748,  was  a  sea  captain.  He  died 
at  53  years  of  age  on  a  return  voyage  from  the  West  Indies  to  New 
London  in  1781.  All  on  board  were  destroyed  by  the  British  save 
his  18  year  ols  son  who  escaped  by  hiding  among  the  slain.  A  few 
spoons  only  were  saved  to  the  wife.  These  she  had  in  her  pocket 
during  the  burning  of  New  London. 


Tbi8  b°y  married  Mary  Harris  and  lived  at  Stowe,  Vermont, 
helping  to  organize  the  township,  about  1794-7.  He  was  colonel  of 
militia  and  served  at  Plattsburg  in  1812  with  several  sons. 


/  John*  Caleb,  Nathaniel,  Mary  (Thomas), 
^  Emily  (Thompson),  Hester  (Scribner),  Harriet 

(Lothian),  Salome  (Towne),  and  Joel.  Last  four  ?/ere  children  of 
wife  Dorothy  (Harris)*  Harriet  only  living  (January  1900),  and 
only  three  or  four  descendants  are  in  Stowe.

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HARRIS  FAMILY  OF  BOSTON. 


Jamea^  Harris  of  Boston,  *.1gbs.  Born  about  1640,  married  Sarah 
Dennison  o f  Boston  in  1666*  His  place  of  nativity,  parentage,  and 
time  of  advent  into  this  country  is  unknown.  **e  and  his  wife  Sarah 
have  the  birth  of  11  children  recorded  in  Boston.  There  is,  in  fact, 
a  twelfth  child  recorded  ,  by  name  of  James, without  date  of  birth, 
his  eldest  son  James  being  then  living;  and  it  hae  been  conjectured 
that  this  second  James  was  the  son  of  a  second  wife,  to  whose  children 
it  was  sometimes  the  custom  of  the  day  to  give  the  duplicate  name 
of  an  elder  half  brother  or  sister. 

Another  record  from  the  probate  records  of  New  London,  show 
that  Sarah,  the  first  and  only  wife  of  James  outlived  her  husband, 
and  was  made  executrix  of  his  last  will,  dated  at  New  London  June  4, 
1714.  If  this  is  so*  and  it  evidently  is,  the  Boston  record  is  a 
manifest  clerical  error.  All  these  11  children  except  the  last 
three  were  baptised  in  the  "Old  South  Church"  of  Boston,  1665*  The 
The  names  of  the  children  bapt.  or  born  were;  vis;  Sarah*  Deborah* 
JA.SS,  Margaret,  Mary,  Elisabeth,  Asa,  Hannah,  Ephraim,  Mary* 

Ephraim.  (The  first  2fery  died  at  the  age  of  6  yro.) 

Lieut.  J/DnSS^HAHHIS  (  son  of  James)  of  New  London,  Conn.,  b.  Apr.  4, 
TK73I — m.  1696'  L'arSh,  dau.  of  Samuel  Rogers  of  New  London.  She  was 
b.  1676,  and  died  Nov.  13  1748  in  the  72  yr.  of  her  age.  She  was 
the  mother  of  all  his  children,  nine  in  all.  In  1750  when  he  was 
77  yrs.  old  he  m.  Widow  Sarah  Jackson  (nee  Harris)*  daughter  of 
Lieut.  Jose iii  Harris  of  New  London  who  was  b.  Jan.  1  1705,  and  d. 

Oct.  8  1752,  in  the  48th  year  of  her  age.  He  died  Feb.  10  1757  aged 
nearly  84.  He  and  both  wives,  one  on  each  side,  were  buried  together 
in  ancient  Uofcegan. 

It  was  in  1698  he  removed  from  New  London  to  Mohegan,  and  f{ 
settled  upon  a  tract  of  land  granted  by  Owaneco,  the  Mohegan  Sachem, 
to  his  wife  Sarah,  adjoining  lands  of  her  father,  Samuel  Rogers, 
who  had  already  settled  there.  Hie  wife  Sarah  was  an  eepecial 
friend  and  favorite  of  Ovraneco,  and  herself  and  husband  soon  becane 
the  recipients  of  large  grants  of  land  from  that  Sachem. 

The  first  grant  of  lands  north  of  the  settlement  of  2?ew 
London,  was  made  by  the  old  Sachem  Uncas*  father  of  Owaneco,  in 
1658,  to  Richard  Heighten  and  James  Rogers,  the  grandfather  of 
Sarah,  wife  of  James  Harris;  and  consisted  of  valuable  tracts  near 
the  river  Thames  at  places  called  Massapeag  and  Pamachaug,  below 
present  Norwich.  The  first  white  settlers  on  this  land  was  Samuel 
Rogers,  father  of  our  Sarah,  about  1671.  His  good  friend  Uncas  had 
persuaded  him  to  settle  in  his  neighborhood,  and  as  an  inducement, 
had  given  him  a  valuable  tract  of  land  upon  "Qxaboxa  Brook." 

Rogers  built  hio  house  of  hewn  plank  upon  this  land,  surround¬ 
ed  it  with  a  stockade,  and  mounted  a  small  cannon  in  rront,  the 
firing  of  which  was  to  be  a  signal  of  alarm.  Soon  after  the  boom 
of  the  gun  was  heard  echoing  through  the  forest,  and  5r w*  few  minutes 
Uncas  with  his  grim  warriors,  came  rushing  in  to  rescue  his  friends. 
Rogers,  to  palliate  the  experimental  trick,  had  prepared  a  feast  for 
their  inception,  but  the  delighted  warriors  relished  the  cunning 


nrtiiice,  bo  in  keeping  with  their  own  notions  of  strategy, 
keenly  ao  they  did  their  banquet.

At  one  time,  James  Harris  presented  to  the  general  Court, 
bllle  for  his  expenses  during  a  single  hearing  amounting  to  over 
193  pounds,  as  taxed  by  the  oomnisn i oners ;  among  them  a  bill  of 
10  pounds  13  s.  7 d  "lor  feasting  the  Indians*  at  theix*  meeting  for 
revocation;  ana  another  for  8  pounds  10d.,"for  expenses  while 
remaining  among  the  "'ohegano  "and  keeping  theij.  in  good  humor. " 

The  General  Court  however  refused  to  allow  only  100  pounds  of 
the  amount. 


THAN**  HARHI S  their  4th  child,  wao  born  June  15  1705. 
he  marriea  July  28  1735  Rachel  Otis,  dau.  og  Judge  Otis,  a 
distinguished  man  who  came  from  Scituate,  ’'ass.  in  1722  in  which 
state  he  had  been  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  Plymouth 
county  from  1703  to  1710.  He  was  representative  in  the  Great  and 
General  Court  of  Massachusetts ,  1710  -  1713  and  was  held  in  great 
esteem  for  his  ability,  solid  judgjpent,  and  sterling  integrity  of 
character.  Hie  wife  was  Dorothy  Thomas  of  Scituate  by  whom  he 
had  12  children.  Rachel  was  the  youngest,  ond  was  a  woman  of  marked 
ability,  a  noble  mete  for  her  husband.  This  worthy  couple  had  13 
c}J.ldren,  but  he  and  his  wife  and  two  children  died  suddenly  in  the 
month  of  Sept.  1761  of  a  malignant  and  wide— sweeping  fever. 

Their  fifth  son  HA  TEA  HI  EL  f  b.  Apr.  2  1743  in  Colchocter, 
m.  iary  Toser  of  Colchester  Feb.  1  1764  (sister  of  his  brother 
Jonathon's  wife  Loderaa)  They  had  13  children,-  five  sdms  and  eight 
daughters.  It  is  noteworthy  that  all  these  children  lived  to  past 
middle  life,  all  married  and  became  heads  of  families. 


Nathaniel  Harris  served  in  the  Revolution  for  at  least  six 
months  from  'lay  25  to  Nov.  25,  1777,  and  he  was  at  one  time  with 
the  army  at  "Head  of  Rlk"  in  Penn.  Ee  was  a  farmer,  a  man  proud  of 
his  farm  and  stock,  his  abundant  crops,  choice  and  rich  variety  of 
choice  fruits.  In  his  eyes  his  little  wife  Mary  was  "a  spirit  of 
the  Just  made  perfect"  and  his  daughters  were  all  "angels".  He  died 
Mar.  12  1812  aged  79.  Kie  widow  Mary  b.  1744  and  d.  Mar.  22  1834 
aged  90.  Their  children  were:
